Conserve Heat, Energy 


by Merrily Baldwin, Extension Home Economist 
You've heard about the fuel crisis.

How hear about 
conserve heat, reduce eneray use and m e ¥ 
comfortable for winter living. 

Uniess it is well inaulaied: any home spills a lot of heat 
into the great ouideors. If you are planning to buiid a home, 
spend the extra $200 to $400 for adequate insulation. It will 
pay for itself in two or three cold winters. 

In addition to insulation in walls and ceilings, use storm 
windows, weather stripping and blinds or drapes to cut heat 
loss around windows and doors. 

Storm windows are a substantial investment, but an 
economical temporary substitute is readily availabie in the 
form of cardboard stripping’ and sheet plastic. Folded over 
the stripping and tacked to a window frame, plastic creates 
an insulating dead air space. 

Blinds or heavy drapes serve the same func 
and help block the flow of cold air off a window. 

When cold air is flowing in around a door or window, 
you can be sure there is an equal flow of warm air going out. 

Permanent weather stripping around all doors “3.5 cu" 
down this costly leak. Even a temporary measure sucn as

VanderSchie explained the 
agency pays ROOC on a per 
client per day basis.

LANSING-—In an attempt 
to reduce the number of 
motorists stranded on free- 
ways by heavy snowstorms, 
the Michigan State Police 
and the Department of State 
Highways and Tiansporta- 
tion have developed a joint 
plan io close freeways in 
advance of areas clogged by 
snow and stranded vehicles. 

In recent years, once or 
twice a winter, hundreds of 
motorists have been etrand-

Christmas trees with brit- 
tle or dry needles should be 
removed from the home. It 
takes only seconds for a 
stray spark to set a dry tree 
ablaze. 

!f you use evergreen 
boughs to decorate the 
inside of your home, make 
sure ihe boughs are fresh.

$381,472 from the U. S. 
Veterans Administration dur- 
ing ihe past fiscal year 
ending July 1. The tabulation 
was released by Frank J. 


Kilcullen, director of the re- 
oat sitice of the VA In 
Detroit. 


----Kitcollen ‘said” the “largest ” 


amount of this was paid in 
disability compensation to 
service - disabled veterans, 
and in pensions to oliier 
older veterans whose income 
made them eligible for the 
payments. The compensa- 
tion and pension payments 


* amounted to $203,818 for 


Crawford County. 

Educationat and rehabili- - 
tation payments here totaled 
$157,054 for this period. 
These benefits go to veter- 
ans in college, high school, 
trade schools and on-the-job 
training programs. 

Insurance and indemnity 
payments to veterans in this 
area amounted to $20,600. 

For the state of Michigan, 
according to Kiicutien, the 
VA spent $606,641 ,081 for all 
benefits.

Motorists Get 
Weathar Info 


LANSING—Motorists  tra- 
veling all interstate freeways 
in Michigan this winter can 
obtain up to the minute 
weather information on their 
car radios as the result of 2 
cooperative program involv- 
ing the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, the 
State Police and the Depart- 
ment of State Highways and 
Transportation. 

The Highways and Trans- 
portation Department has 
completed erection of 35 
large blue and white signs 
headed by the legend: ‘Wea- 
ther Info’. Each sign will 
carry up to four frequencies 
of cooperating radio sta- 
tions. Motorists can turn 


their car radio to one of the 
four frequencies and be as- 
sured of 


getting current 
ormation every 15 
to 30 minutes during periods 
of severe weather. 

State Police will feed in- 
formation on driving condi- 
tions to radio stations in- 
volved in the new reporting 
service. 

The service was inaugurat- 
ed as a pilot program on 
three freeways fast winter 
and has now been extended 
to all interstate freeways in 
Michigan. The Federal High- 
way Administration, which 
is encouraging freeway wea- 
ther information signing, 
paid 90 per cent of the cost. 

Tne Michigan Association 
of Broadcasters emphasized 
that “this is a service to the 
public and not an advertise- 
ment for radio stations — 
hence, call letters will not be 
shown.” 

Most radio stations parti- 
cipating in the service oper- 
ate 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, and have 
transmitting strength to co- 
ver up to 70 miles of the 
particular freeway. 

‘Weather info’ signs are 
now in place, intermittently, 
along 1-75 from the Ohio 
border to the Canadian bor- 
der at Sault Ste. Marie; !-94 
across the southern part of 
the Lower Peninsula; I-96 
from Muskegon to Detroit; 
1-196 from Benton Harbor to 
er Rapids; and I-69 frorn 
y the Indiana border near

Black views 


are encouraging 


Listen! Is that the sound of a corner 
being turned? Could be. 

Reference is had to the published 
reactions of at least two black leaders to 
the election of Jimmy Carter as 
President. @ 

Blacks are taking credit for Carter's 
election, what with the overwhelming 
pro-Carter vote in black precincts — in 
the neighborhood of 96 percent in many 
cases, 

With the closeness of the Carter 
victory margin, of course, almost 
anybody who voted for Mr. Carter, or 
who swayed others to vote for him, can 
properly take the credit for his triumph; 
so why not blacks, too. 

By the same token, any event or 
moog that turned any voter away from 
Mr. Ford can just as properly be given 
credit for electing Mr. Carter. It was that 
kind of an election. 

At any rate, encouraging to me were 
the reports from one of those TV 
interview shows with U.S. Rep. Andrew 
Young of Georgia, an earty and constant 
Carter backer. Mr. Young claimed, as 
indicated above, that Mr. Carter owed 
his victory to black support. 

When asked how blacks could be 
repaid for this support, Mr. Young 
replied: 

“That debt is essentially the same 
debt he owes all American people... 

“One of ithe things about biack people 
is that they are people, and they suffer 
the same problems and are concerned 
about the same things as a good many 
white people.” 

Maybe I'm guilty of selective hearing, 
but such an attitude sounds to me likea 
change, perhaps a subtle one, in how 
American society should treat the 
problems of race. 

At about the same time, another 


prominent black — Benjamin L. Hooks, 
newly selected as executive director of 
the NAACP — said about the same 
thing over another TV interview show. 
“What we primarily expect from Mr. 
Carter is to be the president of all the

people.” Hooks responded to a similar 
questicn about what blacks are due 
from the new president. 

“tam not looking for Mr. Carter to 
deliver black fotk. !’m looking for black 
folk to deliver themselves ... 

“What we want is for Mr. Carter to 
address the issues of this country, 
which includes unemployment ...” 

Perhaps the separate nation idea, 
which was prominent in the recent past, 
is fading further from our national 
consciousness. At least, the remarks by 
Rep. Young and Mr. Hooks seem to 
indicate such a development. 

If this is true, then in my view an 
eventual solution to the race-oriented 
trauma of our times is a step nearer.

Hundreds of frontier resi- 
dents, particularly children, 
who were taken prisoner by 
Indians during the Revolu- 
tionary War were adopted by 
their captors. Many others 
were killed. Jonathan Alder, 
who was 9 years old when he 
was taken by Indians in 
1782, lived for about 15 years 


with them in the Ohio 
Country, His brother Davis 
was among tne jess foi- 
tunate. 


The two boys were hunt- 
ing for a mare and colt near 
their home in Wythe County, 
Virginia, when they encount- 
ered a group of Indians. 
David ran and eluded the 
braves for a few moments 
but was soon brought back 
to the place where other 
Indians held Jonathan 

“One of them was holding 
the handle of a_ spear,” 
Jonathan recalled later, “that 
he had thrown at him and run 
into his body. | moved to him 
ang inquired if he was hurt,” 
Jonathan continued, “and he 
replied that he was. These 
were the last words that 
passed between us. At that 
moment he turned pale and 
began to sink, and | was 
hurried on and shortly after 
saw one of the barbarous 
wretches coming up with the 
scalp of my brother in his 
hand, shaking off the blood.” 

The indians also took 
captive a neighbor of the 
Alders, a Mrs. Martin, and 
her child of about 4 years 
old. As they traveled through 
what is now the state of 
Ohio, the child became 
troublesome and was killed. 
When the mother cried and 
screamed, the braves whip- 
ped her until she was silent. 

As they reached a Mingo 
village on the Mad River, 
Jonathan was forced to run 
the gauntlet between rows of 
young indians armed with 
switches and then was adop- 
ted by an Indian family. After 
about a month of extreme 
homesickness, during which 
he would sit each day 
beneath a large walnut tree 
near the village and cry for 
hours, he became accustom- 
ed to his new way of life. His 
new father, a Mingo chief 
named Succohanos, and his 
mother, Whinecheoh, were 
especially understanding and 
kind. “They shall always be 
held in most grateful remem- 
brance by me,” Alder said. 

When he learned the lan- 

uage «of his tribe, ‘he 


adjusting to a new diet and 
for three or four years was 
subject “to very severe ai- 
tacks of fever and aque.”

Alder stayed with the In- 
dians until adout the late 
1790's and was living in the 
vicinity of what is now West 
Jefferson, Ohio, when white 
men began moving into that 
region. By that time he could 
hardly speak English, and 
some of the settlers taught 
him enough of the language 
so that he could carry ona 
conversation. He began to 
iain aid iG avopt the ways 
of living of the newcomers. 

Though he did not kncw 
his family name or the state 
in which any of his relatives 
might live, Alder hoped that 
he might one day find his 
kin. One day in a conver- 
sation with a friend, John 
Moore, he mentioned that 
the Indians had captured him 
near a place called Green- 
Drier and that as a boy he 
had yone to a nearby lead 
mine to watch the workers 
there. He also remembered 
the name of a neighbor 
fmwvetine hAnnen on 
fariily, Moore ré- 
membered having stayed at 
the family’s house and went 
to Wythe County to try to 
locate any of Alder’s kins-

since all of them had moved. 
However, he did put up 
notices telling about his 
friend who had been taken 
away by the Indians and 
indicating where he might be 
found. 

Soon Alder received a 
letter from his brother Paul 
who, having seen one of the 
notices, informed him that 
his mother and two other 
brothers were alive. After 
arranging a separation from 
his Indian wife, Alder ventur- 
ed to Virginia for a reunion 
with Paul and his mother. 
Her first words to him — 
after many tears — he said,

Each week this column 
will focus on a Course, program, teacher or other aspect of 
Grayling High School curriculum. As always. you are invited 
to visit Grayling High School to observe any programs 
descrihed in this column or to discuss questions or ideas 
with school personnel. Please call in advance and check inat 
the general office when you ariive. 

The focus cf our attention this week is Our Vocational 
Food Management Program. Food Service is one of the 
fastest growing industries in the country. A recent Survey 
showed that in 1975, one out of every three Americans ate 
one out of every three meals in a food service facility. By 
1980 the average is expected tc increase. Americans will visit 
restaurants for one out of two meals. According io the 
National Restaurant Association. almost eignt miliion 
people are currentiy employed. full or fart time, in 
institutional or commercial food service operations. Experis 
predict that there will be an average of 250.000 new positions 
each year for the next decade in food service. 

Grayling High School is Going its part to help meet es 
demands of this growing indusiry by offering 4 class 
Food Management to junior and senic: students. This is a 
Vocational class offered througn the Home Economics 
Department. The three credit class mecis daily for three 
hours giving some first hand experiences in food service and 
food management. The class operates a small restaurant 
cailed the “Viking Inn”. The Viking Inn serves a !uncheon 
many including entree and grill selections three days 3 week 

to students and teachers during the iwo lunch periods. 
Students are responsible for planning, purchasing. 
preparing. and serving meals as well as the operation and 
maintenance of their restaurant. Each student spends a two 
week period in each of the eight work stations gaining 
experience in waitressing, salad preparation. main dish 
preparation, qrill work, dishwashing and dessert prepara- 
ion. 

The class will visit Community restaurants. hospitals 
and other institutional food service operations to gain 
further insight. Procedures for finding a job, filling out 

. { applications and job interviewing are also important aspects 
if of the program. 

' The Grayling High School Food Management Program 
is a fully approved state vocational program. The greater 
percentage of the cost of the program is reimbursed from the 
: i State of Michigan Vocational funds. The Viking Inn itseif is 

i 


not in operation as a money making venture but strictly as a 
; training operation. The cost of all meals in the Viking Inn is 
: set at a break even point. Food Management is taught by 

Karen Dipzinski whose major is in Home Economics and 
im who is fully certified as a Vocational instructor. While this is 
: ] Mrs. Dipzinski's first year teaching at Grayling High School 
she has seven years of teaching experience in other districts.
